THE AMMEN RAM. 


Encouraging Reports Received from 
the Katahdin —Will be Fast. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Naval officers 
are much encouraged by the reports 
which come to the Navy Department of 
the performance of the Ammen ram 
Katahdin at Bath, Me. While no official 
returns have been received, it is known 
that the builders of the queer craft are 
making private trials of her engines and 
boilers and machinery generally, and as 
far as these have proceeded they are 
said to hold out the promise that the 
ram will certainly exceed the speed re- 
quired of her by contract, seventeen 
knots per hour. 

It was found on the first trial that the 
engines were not working off all the 
steam which the boilers could generate, 
and the builders of the boat were granted 
permission to change the setting of the 
valves so as to permit of more steam 
passing through the cylinders of the 
triple-expansion engine. This was et- 
fected by delaying the cutting off of the 
steam to a later point in the stroke. The 
benefits of this change were manifested. 
It is said that the boat will make at least 
eighteen knots per hour. Owing to her 
peculiar model she will be very much re- 
tarded by rough water on her official trip.

WASHINGTON, June 7. — President 
Cleveland this afternoon announced the 
following Cabinet appointments: Secre- 
tary of States, Richard Olney of Massa- 
chusetts; Attorney-General, Judson Har- 
mon of Cincinnati. The appointment of 
Mr. Olney to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Secretary of State Gresham 
was expected, the President having inti- 
mated a few days ago that he would make 
such appointment. Mr. Cleveland's se- 
lection of ex-Judge Harmon some- 
what of a surprise, and he had not been 
placed by the gossips on the list of gen- 
tlemen likely to be chosen for office. 
THE CHANGES. 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—The announce- 
ment late this afternoon of the transfer of 
Atty.-Gen. Olmey to the head of the State 
Department created no surprise here, as 
it has deen well understood for several 
days that Mr. Olney would succeed to the 
first place in the Cabinet, made vacant by 
the death of Secretary Gresham. It is 
probable that tomorrow Mr. Olney will take 
the oath of office as the head of the State 
Department. The President at one time 
contemplated other changes in his Cab- 
inet, and a rearrangement of several port- 
folios, and in this connection consideration 
was given to the transfer of Secretary 
Smith to the Department of Justice, but 
this and other transfers were finally aban- 
doned, and the President concluded the 
simplest plan would be merely to fill the 
vacancy caused by Mr. Olney's promotion.

Secretary Lamont, who 
has been in New York, returned to Wash- 
ington, and it is believed that he had a 
great deal of Cabinet information in his 
possession, as it was understood he had 
consulted with the New York friends of 
the President. He had a consultation with 
the President soon after his return to 
Washington. 

‘Postmaster-General Wilson hurried from 
the South in order to be present at the 
meeting, as it was quite poesible this 
would be the last meeting to be held be- 
fore the President went away for the sum- 
mer., It ts generally understood that if 
all pressing business can be disposed of 
we President will leave here early next 
week. 


THE NEW ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

CINCINNATI (O.) June 7.—When the 
appointment of Judge Judson Harmon be 
came known here this afternoon attor- 
neys from the courts and their offices 
rushed to the office of Harmon, Col 
stone, Goldsmith & Hoadley to congratu- 
late the new Attorney-General, and to 
ask for a date for a farewell dinner 
from the bar. Judge Harmon said that 
he received a letter from President Cleve- 
land today, and replied to it by wire. He 
had no knowledge of his appointment till 
advised by the Associated Press. He 
went to Columbus tonight on business, 
and does not know when he will go to 
Washington. 

Judge Harmon is not only recognized as 
one of the fonemost lawyers and jurists 
of this State, but also as one of the most 
popular citizens of Ohio. He was born 
49 years ago near this city, which has 
always been his home, and is known by 
all. His father, Rev. B. F. Harmon, was 
a Baptist minister, well-known through- 
out the Ohio Valley. Judge Harmor. 
graduated at Denison University, a Bap- 
tist institution at Granville, O., in 1866, 
and began the practice of law in Cin 
cinnati in 1869. He was a Republican 
until 1872, when he Greeleyized. As a 
Democrat he was elected Common Pleas 
Judge on the Tilden ticket in 1876. He 
was elected Superior Judge in 1878, re- 
elected in 1883. and when ex-Gov. 
Hoadley went to New York in 1887 Judge 
Harmon resigned from the bench to be- 
come the head of the firm of Harmon, 
Colstone, Goldsmith & Hoadley, whick 
represents many railroads and other large 
corporations, and with which firm he wil’ 
continue his connection. When Judge 
Harmon resigned in 1887 Gov. Foraker 
appointed Judge William Taft, now United 
States Circuit Judge and formerly Solict- 
tor-General, to the vacancy. 

Mrs. Harmon is an accomplished lady. 
the daughter of the late Dr. Scobey of 
Hamilton. They have three daughters, 
Mrs. Edman Wright, Jr., of Philadelphia: 
Miss Elizabeth, a recognized ’ society 
leader, and Margerie, the youngest of the 
family, who is 14 years old.

NEW YORK, June 7.—The Herald's 
Washington correspondent says that En- 
gland is reaping a sorry harveet as a re- 
sult of the Corinto affair. By landing ber 
marines on Nicaraguan soil to secure the 
payment of indemnity for the expulsion of 
ex-Consul Hatch she sowed for herself 
seeds of hatred in the native breast that 
had produced a crop of most bitter ani- 
mosity, which has already affected her in- 
terests in Nicaragua, and will undoubtedly 
continue to do so. 

This is made clear in the first report on 
this subject which has been received at 
the Navy Department from Commander Ide 
of the Alert. The Nicaraguans, and, in 
fact, all residents of Central America, con- 
sider the United States as their natural 
protector, and look to us for assistance 
when in trouble. They have an exaggerated 
notion of the scope of the Monroe doctrine, 
as well as the size of the naval and mili- 
tary service of the United States, and be- 
lieve, with the majority of Americans, that 
the United States can trounce the re- 
mainder of the world. if necessary. 

It was feared by the Nicaraguans, Com- 
mander Ide reports, that the British in- 
tended to obtain control of the canal, and 
they declared that they would rather see 
the canal project defeated than have it 
pases into British hands. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Nic- 
araguan Maritime Canal Company has been 
held. It was stated that only routine bus! 
ness was transacted. 

A UNITED STATES CONSUL BURIED. 


MANAGUA (Nicaragua, via Galveston.) 
June 7.—The remains of Hiram Lott. 
United States Consul, who died yesterday 
afternoon, were buried today. The body 
was escorted to the cemetery by all of the 
Nicaraguan Ministers and 200 soldiers. A 
military salute was fired over the grave. 


PAUL SCHULZE. 


His Enormous Swindling and Ro- 
mantic Love Affair.

CHICAGO, June 7.—Paul Schulze’s sui- 
cide was a great surprise to all, except 
those who had gained an inkling of his 
bankrupt condition and a suspicion that 
he had been crooked. Formerly the pro- 
tege of Henry Villard, when the latter con- 
trolled the Northern Pacific, he was given 
the management of the land affairs of the 
company. 

An investigation of Schulze's booke, as 
recently reported, shaws that he had de- 
frauded that company out of $500,000 dur- 
ing his administration of its land office. 
He was widely engaged in speculative en- 
terprises in Washington and Oregon, all 
of which are now revealed to have been 
more of the boom type than of a sub- 
stantial character. 

The romance of a love affair attaches 
to Paul Schuke, and his suicide was at 
first attributed to his hopelessness of mar- 
riage. He was said to have been deeply 
enamored of Marie Wainwright, the ac- 
trees. He was divorced from his wife, and 
it was claimed that he would bave mar- 
ried Mies Wainwright, but her faflure to 
secure a divorce from her husband. Louis 
James, put a stop to the fulfillment of 
the romance. 

Friends, charitably disposed, attributed 
Schulze’s suicide to disappointment in 
love, but the developments since his death 
ascribe it to the money muddle in which 
be had involved himself. 


Will Not Risk a Conflict. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 7.—The opinion 
prevails among officials here that Russia, 
while doing the best possible under the 
circumstances for the welfare of the 
Armenians, will not risk a conflict with 
Turkey as the development of the ques- 
tion in the extreme direction advocated 
by the English press would only endanger 
the quietude of Russian Armenia, thus 
proving prejudical to Russian interests in 
general.

The Nicaraguans Feared That She 


TURNED INTO ARSENALS. 


A Decision Daily Expected from the 
Illinois Supreme Court May 
Precipitate Hostilities 
Between Officers. 


Associated Presa Leased-wire Service. 

CHICAGO, June 7.—A local paper says 
that every distillery in the United States 
controlled by the Whisky Trust has been 
turned into an arsenal. For nearly a 
month past United States deputy marshals 
have had their quarters in the distilleries. 
They are all heavily armed and prepared 
to resist any attack that may be made, or 
any attempt to take possession. 

It is not incendiaries nor dynamiters that 
the receivers fear. A decision ie daily ex- 
pected from the Supreme Court of the 
State, which may have the effect of precip- 
itating hostilities. These may take a crim- 
inal form and add a new phase of litigation 
to the legal troubles of the trust. On the 
other hand, they may be of a more force- 
ful character, in the nature of a pitched 
battle with firearms. . 


The anxiously-expected decision is in the 
case of the Distilling and Cattle-feeding 
Company vs. the People ex rel. the Attor- 
ney-General. This is the case where Gen. 
Maloney filed information for a writ of 
quo warranto declaring the company to be 
an illegal corporation; in effect, a trust, 
and existing contrary to the anti-trust law 
of the State. He was sustained by the Cir- 
cuit, Court. The decision was appealed by 
the trust to the Supreme Court, and a de- 
cision is expected within a few days. 

The effect of a decision sustaining the 
action of the Attorney-General and the de- 
cision of the lower court would, it is 
claimed, be more far-reaching than to sim- 
ply cause a disintegration of the trust. If 
the contention of some of the anti-trust 
attorneys be correct it will have the effect 
of restoring to the original owners of the 
distilleries all right and title to the vari- 
ous plants on the ground that all sales to 
the truet were illegal and that any and 
all contracts made with the trust were in 
violation of the anti-trust statutes, and, 
therefore, void. 

While. so far as can be learned, there 
has been no concerted movement on the 
part of the original owners to take forcible 
possession of the properties im case the 
decision is favorable to the Attorne;s-Gen- 
eral, there have been enough individual 
moves in this direction to alarm the re- 
ceivers, and hence the heavily-armed 
nited States deputy marshals 
the distilleries. 

There are twenty-nine bonded distiller- 
tes in the trust, more than eighty plants. 
Twenty of these are located in Illinois and 
five in Cook county. The value is many 
millions of dollars, and it seems to be the 
opinion of outsiders, as well as of the re- 
ceivers of the trust, that the original own- 
ers will make a strong fight to get pos- 
session should the Supreme Court decision 
be favorable to them. Such a decision 
might involve the State of Illinois in con- 
flict with the United States authorities in 
order to enforce the action of its highest 
judicial tribunal, although it is a remote 
probability.

Be- 
lieving that the wheel would in the future 
play an important part in military cir- 
cles, he himself became a rider, and has 
a great deal to say of the present race, 
which Was organized almost on the 
strength of his words of encouragement. 
The blue riders represent the military; 
the red the postal service. From almost 
the first of the race the riders were ahead 
of the scheduled time, and there was a 
strong rivalry and hard riding between 
— different colors to distance one an- 
other. 

For the most part the roads were found 
fair and the route arranged a favorable 
one. At midnight there was a at 
throng at the junction of Sixtieth street 
and the Boulevard. Long before there 
could be any hope of the riders — 
the waiters peered into the darkness an 
every once in a while a great shout, 
Here they come! startled the near-by 
residents. 

On the wall of a building close at hand 
there had been posted an immense chart 
showing the route from Chicago, through 
Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, marked with figures that illus- 
trated the progress of the riders.

He 
tells how a lady was inveighing to a friend 
againet the whole race of Indian cooks, as 
dirty, disorderly and dishonest. She had 
managed to secure the services of a Chi- 
nese cook, and was much pleased with 
the contrast. Her friend did not altogether 
agree with her, and

test, said the lady. Just let us pay 
a visit to your kitchen, and then come and 
see mine.“ So they went together. What 
need to describe the kitchen of the Indian 
cook? They glanced around and hurried 
out, for it, was too horrible to be en- 
dured long.

BLEEDING TO DEATH. 


Peculiar Case of Frank Green, Who 
Cut Himself While Shaving. 
Associated Press Leased-wire 

UKIAH, June 7.—A case which is now 
attracting great interest among the mem- 
bers of the medical profession in this 
county ie that of Frank Green, who lives 
at Calpella, a small hamlet six miles north 
of this city. Some time since, while shav- 
ing, Green cut himself slightly at the point 
of the chin. The razor barely penetrated 
to the flesh, and to the ordinary man the 
wound would have caused merely tempo- 
rary inconvenience. 

Green, however, is subject to hemorrhatic 
diathesis from the slightest puncture, and 
surgeons agree that there is a possibility 
of the result being fatal. Green is a mem- 
ber of a family in which the result of in- 
cised or lacerated wounds is hereditary. 
Immediately after the infliction of the 
wound Green applied the usual remedies 
to stop the flow of blood, but the flow con- 
tinued, and it was not until medical as- 
sistance had been summoned that the flow 
was stopped, and even then the relief was 
but temporary. The wound was inflicted 
on May 25, and it has bled intermittently 
ever since. According to the theory of the 
physicians in charge of the case, there is 
an utter absence of fibrine in the blood of 
Green, and as this substance is necessary 


to coagulation it is probable that death will 
result. 


‘THE ALTRURIANS. 


Radical Changes in the Plans of the 
Santa Rosa Colony. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—The altru- 
rian colony, near Santa Rosa, has taken 
steps to effect quite radical changes in 
Its plans and operations. 

It has been found, after seven months’ 
experiment, that the financial problem was 
a difficult one, and that to go forward 
under the old conditions might be fatal 
to the cause. Too many members had 
been admitted for the land to support. 
Reliance had been placed on the ability 
of the colony to enter at once on manufac- 
turing enterprises, butt the expected means 
for the purchase of factory plants were 
not forthcoming. The colonists have taken 
prompt action, with a view to improve 
the chances of success. With the greatest 
unenimity, and ‘n a spirit of utmest cor- 
diallty, they decided on a radical read- 
justment of the plans. Some of the mem- 
bers have joined in a mew co-operative 
colony in Santa Resa. Another portion 
has organized for operations near Clover- 
dale, on land donated for the purpose. 
It was “unanimously agreed that a third 
group might assume the work on the 
original ste. To clear the way for this 
a number of members were left in charge 


there. 

Tt is believed that, under the new pol- 
icy, an extension of operations may re- 
sult, planting smail groups of co-operators 
here and there, all sympathetically re- 
lated and working in general harmony. 


THE STANFORD CASE. 


Argument of Judge McKisick for 
the Government. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—Judge Me- 
Kisick, special counsel for the govern- 
ment, made his argument in the suit 
against the Leland Sanford estate today 
in the United States Circuit Court. He 
endeavored to demonstrate that the debt, 
which was created under the act of Con- 
gress of 1862, was merely a statutory 
limitation and not a condition, as the 
Stanford counsel contended. He showed 
that each stockholder is liable for the 
debts of the corporation. He argued that 
the railroad had entered into a contract 
with the government and, as a result, cer- 
tain abilities were created. The rail- 
road had accepted the land grants and 
agreed to pay the bonds on maturity. 

The government had exacted the rail- 
road’s pledge that it would maintain the 
road in good condition, transport the mails 
for certain fixed sums, and pay into the 
treasury of the United States a certain 
percentage of the dividends in order to 
rédeem the bonds when they matured. 
Counsel argued that Congress had im- 
posed a personal liability. The govern- 
ment was not dealing with an inanimate 


body, like a corporation, but 
stockholders themselves. 


‘AN ASTONISHED JUSTICE. 


Young Groezinger Threatened with 

Arrest by the Labor Commissioner. 
Associated Press Leased-wire service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—State Labor 
Commissioner Fitzgerald collided with Jus- 
tice of the Peace Groezinger and came out 
second best. A. E. Moore was tried sey- 
eral days ago by Justice Groezinger for re- 
fusal to pay rent for the building he occu- 
pied. He claimed that the building was 
not in good sanitary condition, as re- 
quired by law, and he was therefore privi- 
leged to retain one *month’s rent.

The natives of Formosa are 
submitting readily to the rule of the Jap- 
anese. The Japanese losses during the mil- 
itary movements in occupying the island 
amount to only eigrt men. The Chinese 
carried away millions of dollars’ worth of 
property from the Chinese fortifications. 
During the firing which followed the de- 
tention of the steamer of ex-Governor and 
ex-President Tang Ching, who was making 
an effort to escape from the island, reven 
persons were killed and seventeen 
wounded on the steamer.

SAN DIEGO, June 6.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) A man who has epent a long 
lite attending to various departments in 
the fish business of the United States 
government is now at this place, seeking 
health.

SUMMARY. 
Nominal eer ree „ „„ „„ 9 
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navel oranges have been widely distributed 
throughout the Eastern markets, and they 
seem to have made a good impression on 
consumers. Thus, the Philadelphia Gro- 
cery World bas the following to say: - 

une Philadelphia fruit-dealers believe 
that the navel orange is mow assured a 
continucus market throughout the East. 
Last year it was not made a speciality 
owing to the abundance of Flortda fruit. 
This year there was no Florida fruit, and 
the California navel came forward as a 
substitute, becoming exceedingly popular. 
No Florida oranges are expected for at 
least four: years, and by the expiration 
of that time the California product will 
be so etrongly intrenched that removal 
from the market will be émpossible. 

It is estimated that the total shipments 
of oranges from Southern California up to 
date are a little over 5000 carloads, and 
that there remain nearly 700 carloads to 
ship. With the exception of some Medi- 
terranean Sweets and St. Michaels these 
are seedlings, and many of them will prob- 
ably not find a market. 

This estimate of the crop makes the 
total somewhat less than 6000 carloads, 
which is below the average estimates that 
were made early in the season. It is sev- 
eral years now since the orange crop was 
as large as expectations which prevailed 
early in the season. Next season, should 
no misfortune happen, there is likely to be 
the largest crop that has ever been har- 
vested in Seuthern California, as a very 
large area of new orchard will be in bear- 
ing this year; while a further large area 
of orchard which bore very lightly last 
season will yield a big crop this year. 


PIPES VERSUS CIGARETTBS. It is 
remarkable how small a matter will some- 
times have an effect on the course of trade. 
For many years social reformers have been 
endeavoring to decrease the consumption 
of cigarettes, which has grown to an enor- 
mous extent in the United States during 
the past few years. Legislatures have 
passed laws on the subject, but they have 
apparently been of little effect. It looks 
now as if the reform might be accom- 
plished in a different manner. Pipes—the 
British briar-root pipe of commerce—are 
taking the place of cigarettes in the fash- 
ionable circles of the East, and it will, of 
course, be only a matter of time until the 
fashion spreads all over the country, a0 
that cigarette manufacturers will have to 
expect a big decrease in their business. 
The Washington correspondent of a trade 
paper called Tobacco, writes as follows on 
this subject: 

That the sale of cigarettes to consum- 
ers has fallen off considerably all over the 
country is evident from the reduced re- 
ceipts of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
from this specific sourse of revenue. 
One of the leading tobacconiste of this city 
ascribes as a cause for this the boom given 
to pipe smoking by the younger members 
of the diplomatic corps here at the na- 
tional capital. As a matter of fact. this 
probably is true, as the fad seemed to 
break out first among the set who asso- 
ciated with the crowd of young diplomats 
connected with the English Legation. It 
is no unusual sight now to meet upwards 
of a hundred pipe-smokers in a walk along 
Connecticut and Pennsylvania avenues, the 
promenades most affected by the swells 
of the various legations.“ 


THE SUCCESSFUL GROCER. The 
Merchants’ Review of New York contains 
the following in regard to the points which 
go to make up a successful The 
grocery business nowadays ts vastly differ 
ent from the time of our boyhood, when a 
grocery store was a complicated and not 
always fresh-smelling jumble of everything 
consumed in a family, from hens and hams 
and apples to tin tacks and ribbons. It 
may be said of a thorougaty successful gro- 
cer nowadays ‘that like a poet be is “born 
not made:”’ 

It does not require an expert eye to 
distinguish the successful grocer from the 
less fortunate dealers, and even the grocer 
who as the French say, has not ‘arrived,’ 
but is well started on ‘the road of success, 
can be easily picked out. It may imterest 
some of our readers to be told what are 
the signs of success in the grocery trade in 
this city. We will take the case of a re- 
taller we know, who has only a moderate 
capital and a few years’ experience, but 
who is getting there’ with ‘both feet.’ 

„He runs his business with the help of 
a system, but the fact is revealed only by 
the general effect. For instance, custom- 
ers are not repelled by cast fron rules, yet 
the Store ts clean and tidy and the clerks 
are ditto, while the snow windows are 
shining,, and the delivery of goods is all 
that could be desired. , 

“The customer on entering the store 
soliloquizes: ‘How nice everything looks' 
and his mouth almost waters at some ap- 
pevizing display. The show windows are 
used for two purposes—the admittance of 
light and the display of new goods—and 
not as storage rooms. 

“While this grocer is aware of ihe great 
merits of the cash system he has found 
that it cannot be exclusively used to ad- 
vantage in his neighborhood; his best 
trade prefers the pass-book system, and so 
he gives credit, but not to everyone, nor 
at a moment’s notica He s a hard 
worker, getting up im time to visit the 
market and return before the day's bdusi- 
neas has well begun, but he does not re 
pine nor begrudge the time so employed, 


over the books or in inquiries regarding 
the solvency and honesty of applicants for 
credit, 

„He buys goods because they have cer- 
tain merits, not because they are low in 
price; but he is careful to purchase on the 
most favorable terms; he does not specu- 
late, yet knows enough to generally 
buy at.the right times and he acts accord- 


» salesman who hopes to get an 
order for a new brand that is a.iittle 
cheaper, because a little poorer in qual- 
ity, than standard goods, will always be 
‘disappointed in this grocer’s store: the 
dealer knows that quality is more im- 
portant than price in his branch of trade. 

“We do not find that the store of this 
grocer appears over-crowded with stock, 
nor is his capital large, yet somehow he 
manages to keep about everything his 
customers require, and avoids the griev- 
ous error of turning away patrons, or 
the equally sad mistake of offering them 
an unsatisfactory substitute. 

“If a customer is dissatisfied with an 
article, the matter is straightened out as 
soon as possible, and, if necessary, at 
the expense of the grocer. 288

section during the past few years as the 
developments which have been made of 
an abundant supply of water in unex- 
pected places. The old idea of Southern 
California as an arid section where crops 
could only be raised on the bottom lands. 
or here and there where a supply could 
be brought from the mountains, is rap- 
idly disappearing. In boring for oil 
around the city water was frequently 
struck, to the disgust of the borers, even 
on some of the high hills, where no one 
would have dreamt of encountering it. 
The latest important development in 
this line is in what has been known as 
the alkali belt in the Perris Valley in 
Riverside county. An enterprising mer- 
chant named Oak went to work and bored 
two wells, one ninety feet and the other’ 
sixty feet deep, both seven-inch bore. 
According to the Riverside Reflex a three- 
orse power engine found so much more 
water in both than it could handle that it 
was at once laid aside and a six-horse 
power machine secured. This, too, proved 
inadequate, with a No. 4 centrifugal 
pump, to test even the shallower of the 
wells, so a still larger pump has been 
sent for. But the results already ob- 
tained are gratifying and significant in 
the highest degree, for a steady flow of 
twenty-five inches of water was obtained, 
the draft lowering the well only about 
six feet, which filled up immediately 
when pumping ceased. 
Mr. Oak now has a fine stand of al- 
falfa on ground that has hitherto been 
considered worthless for almost any other 
purpose. The importance of the discovery 
that an abundant supply of water under- 
lies the Perris Valley at a depth which 
makes it possible to pump it for irriga- 
tion purposes cannot be over-estimated. 
It is probably that there are many other 
section of Southern California where 
equally good results might be obtained 
if any one would have the enterprise to 
invest a little money in a pumping ma- 
chine and engine.

Men escaping from the climatic 
tis of the East are charmed with the 
equable character of our climate, and 
with the responsiveness of our Soll, and 
are naturally stirred to a responsive mood, 
and a desire to make the most of the new 
Ute which affords such pleasing contrast 
to the old. 

There ts nothing enervating in the cll- 
mate of Southern California, hut, like a 
tonic, it inclimes us to action. And eo men 
work here with fresh courage and begin 
to build for a hopeful future. Everywhere 
we see evidences of this. There ie no half- 
hearted work in what we do here, and as a 
consequence growth and development are 
universally perceptible. 

Southern California is growing all along 
the line of her towns and cities, in her 
rural and agricultural districts fresh im- 
provements are belng made. Los Angeles 
ts growing at the rate of seven new homes 
a day. New railroads are being built; now 
electric plants and water systems are be- 


ing introduced in the smaller towns. Great

A GOOD WORK. 


The Immigration Restriction League, 
with headquarters at Boston, bas just pub- 
Mshed a pamphlet advocating the educa- 
tional test as an important means of fur- 
ther restricting immigration into the 
United States. The work contains a sum- 
mary of existing laws on the subject of 
immigration, with brief comments pointing 
out some of their defects and the laxness 
or inrpessibility of their enforcement. The 
Immigration Restriction League has pre- 
pared a bill for introduction into the next 
Congress, one section of which debars from 
tanding on our shores all persons between 
14 and 60 years of age who cannot both 
read and write the Pnglish language or 
some other language.” This provision is 
an excellem one. If strictly enforced it 
would debar à considerable portion of the 
least desirable immigrants—‘‘thoge who are 
most alien to us in race, habits and stand- 
ards of Hving.“ It would admit only those 
‘who have at least the rudiments of edu- 
cation and who will therefore be more 
likely to develop into intelligent citizens 
than would those who are absolutely illit- 
erate. “It is a thoroughly American test,“ 
as the pamphiet declares. 

If we bad had such a test in force dur- 
ing the past thirty years, we should not 
now be confronted with so difficult a 
problem as regards illiterate voters. The 
Immigration Restriction League has an op- 
portunity to do much good work in ite 
chosen field. It deserves encouragement 
and support from all patriotie Americans. 


Here is a pen picture of the situation 
in the East drawn by an eastern pen. The 
New York Tribune says editorially: “Cli- 
matic inclemency continues. A few days 
ago a late frost blighted the fielde and gar- 
dens throughout a vast extent of the coun- 
try; snow actually falling in some parts 
of the central West. Now, hot winds like 
the breath of the desert are parching and 
burning those same regions, and threaten- 
ing to destroy what the frost spared. In 
Kansas many farmers are in despair: Ne- 
braska, so sorely stricken last year, is 
again suffering much; Iowa, Missouri and 
Uuinois complain of grievous damage. 
Nearer home, in New Jersey and New 
York, seed hes rotted in the ground and 
frost played havoc with vineyards and 
vegetable gardens.” Eastern people should 
come to Southern California and escape 
these dire calamities, for death to. many 
people accompanied the hot spell. 


The City Council of Chicago has decided 
that bloomers are “unhealthy, un-Ameri- 
can and unladylike.““ It is proposed to 
tax the obnoxious costumes out ot exist 
ence in that fair and virtuous town. But 
perhaps the courts may have something to 
gay about the taxing business. There are 
few people (outside the Chicago Board of 
Aldermen) who can see anything unlady- 
like in costumes so well adapted to the 
purpose for which they are designed as 
are the best of the modern bicycle cos- 
tumes for women. There are some persons 
who fancy they can detect immodesty in 
a mardle statue; but it ts unnecessary to 
say that the immodesty, in such cases, is 
all in the mind of the observer. To quote 
a well-known adage, ‘“‘Evil to him who evil 
thinks.”

An Electric Light Franchise 
Sold with Conditions. 


The Jury in the Wilson Will Case 
Gives a Verdict for the 
Contestant. 


The Chinese Murder Case Attracting 
Much Interest—Decision of an 
Irrigation Case—Poor 
Insane Sent Up. 


The Board of Public Works yesterday 
granted the electric Mght:ng franchise in 
the city to 8. F. Scott, upon conditions 
which are specified below. The matter 
of poorly-twept streets was taken up, the 
board deciding to report to the Council a 
number of streete which they have per- 
Soma examined and found 
swept. 

At the Courthouse the trial of Wong 
Chuey increases in interest as the line of 
defence is unfolded. The Wilson case was 
decided in favor of the contestant. Two 
insane patients were committed to High- 
lands. Judge Van Dyke decided the Palm- 


my irrigation case in favor of the plain- 
tiff. 


AT THE CITY HALL. 
Board of Public Works. 


ELBOTRIC PRANCHISE. 

The Board of Public Works met yester- 
day morning at 10 o’clock, and, without 
delay, proceeded to wade into the pile of 
bids, petitions and miscellaneous docu- 
ments awaiting their attention. 

The first matter to receive consMeration 
was the granting of the electric franchise, 
it having deen advertised that this fran- 
chise would be sold to the highest bid- 
der, the bids to be considered and de- 
cided upon at yesterday’s meeting. 

Bide were received from five parties, as 
follows: A. P. Maginnis, $100; E. . 
Peck, $211; L. J. C. Spruance, ; 8. 
T. Scott, $107, and, in addition to this 
sum, Mr. Scott offered to furnish electric 
lighting for tthe City Hall free for the 
next twenty-five years, which is the term 
of the franchise, and R. J. Adcock, who 
proposed to offer, instead of a cash bonus, 
1 per cent. of the gross receipts of the 
company, during ita existence. 

‘Had ‘the bids been strictly upon a cash 
basis, tthe task of deciding which should 
be chosen would have been a simple one, 
but, this not being the case, the work of 
decision was made exceedingly difficult. 

At first glance, the bid of Mr. Scott 
seemed to be by far the most satisfactory, 
including, as it 4M, the proposition to fur- 
nish the City Hall with light gratis, the 
expense of such light mow amounting to 
several hundred dollars per month. 

Attorney T. E. Gibbon, however, repre- 
senting Mr. Spruance, the $506 bidder, ap- 
peared before the board with divers and 
sundry laiw4books tucked under his arm, 
and, in a epeech that would have dazed 
the average — 14 with its wealth of 


nnocent and sim- 
ple-minded m rs.of the board that, un- 
der a law enacfell by the last Legislature 


of California, no munfcipal body could 
contract with a company or individual to 
furnish light for the municipality for a 
greater length of time than one year. 

As the bid of Mr. Seott included a con- 
tract to extend over a period of twenty- 
five years, Mr. Gibbon insisted that, should 
the parties represented by Mr. tt 
choose to desiet at any time from their 
work of love in lighting the City Hall, 
they couM not, under the provisions of 
the staitute quoted, be forced to fulfill 
their contract. Under these circumstances 
Mr. Gibbon claimed that his client’s bid 
of $506 was easily the best and highest. 

R. J. Adcock, with his proposition to do- 
nate 1 per cent. of ithe gross recelpts of 


his electrical company to the city, 
in consideration of the franchise be- 
ing awarded ta him, was rep- 
resented by Attorney C. A. Miller, 


who spoke briefly of the advantages of- 
fered in his client’s bid, as opposed to 
those of his competitors. While not a 
direct cash bid, it was claimed to be au- 
perior, in that it was a growing bid. Mr. 
Miller instanced the. case of the IIlinoie 
Central Railway, which agreed to give 
the State of Illinois, in return for its 
franchise, a certain per cent. of the gross 
receipts. This proposition was accepted, 
and the money thus obtamed yearly from 
the railway ie now eufficient to run the 
State government. 

Alter listening to the remarks of the 
various bidders, the board took the matter 
under advisement, and at the afternoon 
session decided upon granting the fran- 
chise to Mr. Scott, on the condition that 
a bond of $10,000 be filed by that gentle- 
man, as a guaranty of hie good faith in 
the matter. 

The proposal of W. S. Hook to purchase 
the street-railway franchise on Hill street, 
from Fifth to Eighth streets, and. on 
Elghth strt, from Hill ta Olive streets, 
at $100, was accepted, provided the bidder 
pays also the amount of edvertieing for 
franchise, and the City Attorney presents 
an ordinance accordingly, 

In the matter of an alley betweem Sixth 
and enth streets, and between Main 
ring streets, it.was recommended 
by the board that the alley be opened ec- 
cording to the lines on the-map presented 
by the City Engineer, numbered 155, and 
that the district of assessment be between 
the south line of Sixth and the north line 
of Seventh streets. 
The board, having examined certain 
streets, which were reported by the Street 
Superintendent as being improperly swept, 
declared the following streets to have 
been found by them imperfectly swept: 
Requena street from Mam to Los Angeles, 
Broadway from Temple to Sixth street, 
Sixth street from Broadw to Fremont 
avenue, Main street from Plaza to Ala- 
Broadway from First to Third 
streets, Allso from Los Angeles to Ala- 
meda, Commercial, Main to Alameda, 
Third from Main to Hill, and the Downey 
avenue bridge.

DEFENSE COMMENCES IN THE Of- 


NDR MURDER OASE. 

The Chinese murder case was resumed 
at 10:30 a.m. yesterday, und the morning 
was occupied in clearing up the evidenve 
for the prosecution. Most of the morning 
was occupied by an attempt on the part 
of Chan Kiu Sing, the official court in- 
terpreter, to explain the difference de- 
tween the Chinese and Almerican calen- 
dats, and thus to reconcile apparently 
conflicting dates brought up in the evi- 
dence given by the Chinese. 

H. C. McKinsey, the pobice officer who 
received the defendant from the arresting 
officer, Blackburn, then took the stand and 
testMied that the shooting took place pre- 
cisely at 6:30 o'clock, and that he re- 
ceived the prisoner from Blackburn. . 

Police Officer A. R. Ritch was called 
and the defense tried to show by him 
that he arrested eight Chinamen it the 
raid detailed in the testimony of Luey 
Kee, but his testimony was stricken out. 

The people then rested. 

The defense aoved the court to advise 
the jury to acquit on the usual statutory 
grounds, but the motion wes denied. 

AFTERNOON SBESSION. 

The defense began their case by bring- 
ing fonward the dying statement of Lue 
Suey, and endeavoring to prove the good 
character of the defendant. 

The ante-mortem statement of Lue Suey, 
the chief peg upon which the case for the 
defense hangs, is as follows: 

Question by Dist.-Atty. Holton. Do you 
know these two Chinamen?—pointing to 
two Ghinamen standing at the foot of the 
bed upon which Lue Suey was réclining. 

“Yes, Wong Chuey. The big one is 
Wong Wing. He did the shooting. He is 
the one who shot me.” 

“Where wére you when he shot you?’ 

„was at the northwest corner of Ala- 
meda street and Ferguson alley.“ 

Tell all about it.“ 

“Tl was standing in front of the store of 
Luey Kee, and I tried to walk down to a 
saloon to get a glass of beer, and I stopped 
at Ferguson alley and Alameda street for 
a moment. I looked over across the street 
and I saw the big fellow, Wong Wing, 
standing on the corner of the street. 
Wong Wing was close to me, about one 
step from me. Wong Wing said, ‘Here you 
are,’ and I started to go back to my store, 
and then he shot me. Wong Chuey was 
close to Wong Wing.“ 

“Did Wong Chuey do anything? Did he 
try to shoot you?!“ 3 

“T did not see Wong Chuey do anything.“

All testified as to his good character. 

Chu Muck, a cousin of the defendant, 
Was then called. Chu Muck is a barber, 
and testified that Wong Chuey was in his 
shop just before the shooting took place, 
and that he started out for some soup, 
but did not return.

JUDGE VAN DYKE DECIDES AN IRRI- 
GATION CASE. 

The conflict between the Little Rock 
Creek Irrigation District va, the East 
Palmdale Water Company, regarding their 
respective rights to the water flowing in 
Little Rock Creek below the dam of the 
Palmdale Irrigation Company, was decided 
yesterday by Judge Van Dyke. His opin- 
don was that, as the defendant admits that 
the plaintiff~has a right to twenty-five 
inches of the water in controversy, and 
as only forty inches of water flows at this 
season below the point of diversion by the 
Palmdale Irrigation Company, thus reduc- 
ing the amount of water to which the de-

THE OIL BUSINESS. 


The Attorney-General Asks 
for an Injunction. 


Have Been Made Against 
Companies 
Los Angeles. 


A New Move—Lot on Fashionable 
Street on Which it 
is’ Proposed to Sink 
Oil. Wells. 


The question of the petroleum industry 
of Los Angeles and the extension of tbat 
industry has occupied, and is occupying, 
much interest among property owners in 
this city. It began in a small way but 
has gradually extended until at the pres- 
ent time tt represents large vested inter- 
ests. The city courts have been appealed 
to to determine the tocality within which 
wells for pumping of] might be sunk and 
operated. The question in one form or an- 
other is still before the courts. A few 
phase of it has been brought to light m 
the shape of a complaint brought before 
the At orney-Gereral of Califora‘e, in which 
an injunction is sued out for a restraining 
order on several of the oll companies now 
operating in ‘this city. The news comes 
in the form of a telegraph dispatch from 
San Francisco as follows: 

“The people of the State of California 
ration of 
two hundred or more oil wellls situated 
north of Sixth street and west of Pearl 
street in the tity of Los Angeles. 

“Complaints, asking for an injunction, 
were signed today by Atty.-Gen. d, 
to be brought on the complaint ot W. 
Wells against che Far West Oi! Company, 
the Los Angeles Crude Oi and Develop- 
ment Company, the Los Angeles Transfer 
Company, the Bast Side Oil Company, the 
Lake Shore Ol Company, ‘the Los Angeles 
Improvement Company and a large number 
of individual ‘well owners. 

“The oi] region covers a part of the city 
containing several thousand residents and 
is claimed to constitute a public nuisance. 
The condition of affairs as painted in one 
complant s most annoying. It is stated 
that the owners of the wells unlawfully 
— hae the public streets with wires, 

cables, derricks, of] tanks, shudge 
—— pools of stagnant water and that the 
wells are covering and besmearing public 
streets with oll asphaitum, sludge and filthy 
debris. The people of the vicinity have 
had their health impaired by the obnox- 
‘fous, smoke, while the ambient 
air is so polluted that their rest and steep 
are disturbed, their houses and premises 
are rendered unfit for babitation and their 
shrubbery and lawns are in a shocking 
state. Other charges made against the oil- 
well owners are that they store crude pe- 
troleum in wooden tanks, thereby endan- 
gering surrounding property and lives from 
fire and that they ‘allow steam to escape 
from their boilers with loud, hissing and 
roaring sounds;’ and that they ‘hammer 
and pound with great noise, preventing the 
residents from enjoying their rest and 
sleep.’ ” 


A NEW MOVE. 


Wells to be Sunk on Fashionable 
Figueroa Street. 

There is a movement on foot by some 
parties, claiming to be oil men, to go forth 
in search of pastures new. Just now 
some of them are not content, apparently, 
with having the greater portion of the 
west side at their disposal, but intend 


|} making à prospecting tour through the 


southern district of the city. 

The statement is made that Messrs. 
Ramish & Marsh, acting conjointly with 
some other parties, have leased a lot on 
Figueroa street on which they propose 
to hunt for oil. It is said that one of the 
members of the firm mentioned, had an 
an expert go forth with a divining rod 
and he reported that the rod showed the 
presence of a large body of oil in that 
part of the city. 

The lot spoken of as leased is nearly op- 
posite the residence of T. D. Stimson on 
Figueroa street and adjoins the home of 
that gentleman’s son. The company 
which has leased the lot for the alleged 
purpose of hunting for oil is composed of 
the firm of Ramish & Marsh, A. F. 
Mackey, A. McNally, Newell Bros. and T. 
B. Kelley. The latter, tt is said, claims 
to be an experienced oll man from Penn- 
Sylvania, and says he is convinced that 
there is an abundance of oil underlying 
that particular locality: 

As the locality selected was immediately 
opposite Mr. Stimson’s residence and ad- 
joined that of his son, he was called on 
and asked what he thought about it. His 
representative said, Mr. Stimson being 
absent, that Mr. Stimson did not think 
that the parties in question were looking 
seriously for oil; that if they were they 
would invest their money where they 
were sure that oil would be obtained in- 
stead of branching out in directions 
where no oil had as yet been found. He 
had no objections to parties sinking wells, 
because he was sure that if they did not 
find oil they would-be sure to find good 
water and good water was something the 
community could not have too much of.

The whole matter was finally re- 
ferred to the Attorney-General, by whose 
decision the board will be guided.

TO DEMAND DEPOSITS. 


A Proposed Lawsuit Against the Gas 


Company. 

The Los Angeles Lighting Company is 
threatened with a suit similar to those 
brought against the gas company in Ban 
Franciaisco some time ago, the object be- 
ing to compel the company to refund to 
consumers the cash deposit required be- 
fore a meter ie put in a building or gas 
furnished. The plaintiff in the contem- 
plated action ie a collection agency, Tep- 
resented by M. d. Norton, as attorney, 
who claims that, under the statutes, the 
gas company ie obligtd to furnish gas 
when regularly applied for, whether a de- 
posit ie put up in advance or not. He 
claims that the putting in of a meter 

— for the 


claims that the result of similar suite in 
San Francisco warrants him to go ahead 
with this, confident of success in 
making the company refund. 

The collection agency has distributed 
consumers circulars which 
n : 

“It a well fact that the Los 
Angeles Gas Company demand, and in- 
variably succeed in securing the sum of 
$5, under a pretense of being a deposit 
for their gas meters. As there ate prob- 
ably twenty thousand meters in use in the 
city of Los Angeles and vicinity, this 
grasping corporation ie reaping the benefit 
of ithe use of at least $100,000 of the peo- 
ple’s money—a much better speculation 
than any banking system ever imaug- 


urated.“ 

Walter B. Cline, president of the Los 
Angeles Lighting Company, when asked 
about the impending suit, said: 

“This threatened suit is rubbish, and 
looks like an attempt on the part of a 
young and ambitious attorney to black- 
mail us or advertise himself. I received 
a note from him some time ago, invit- 
ing me to come to his office on business 
of the gravest importance to our com- 
pany. I did not have time to go to see 
him, but sent a representative, to whom 
he at first refused to talk, but finally 
divulged his plans and repeatedly sug: 
gested that I would better see him, as 
he was the only man who could stop this 
suit. Of course, I did not go to see him, 
but have patiently awaited the bringing 
of the action. We are not worried about 
it in the least, as we know our business, 
and what we are doing. Let the suit be 
brought. We are certainly able to refund 
every dollar on deposit with us if or- 
dered to do so by the court, but we have 
no fears on that point.“ 

Mr. Cline then went on to point out 
what he called absurdities in the circular 
to consumers. Instead of 20,000 meters 
being in use in the city, he said, there 
were just 4539 on June 1. On April 30 
the last balance sheet which was com- 
pleted showed that the deposits for 
meters or rather security for gas fur- 


nished, amounted to $13,041.25, instead of | 


$100,000 as alleged in the circular. 

He also pointed out the fact that $5 
was the minimum deposit required. De- 
posits ranged all the way from that sum 
to $50, and even $100 in one instance 
Mr. Cline denied emphatically that the 
deposit was for the meter. He said it 
was simply regarded as security for gas 
bills that might accrue, and which the 
consumer might be unable or unwilling 
to pay when due. 

President Cline further stated that de 
posits are only required of persons whose 
financial responsibility is unknown to 
the company. It is only intended as se 
surity for bills imeurred by transient cus 
tomers who might move away withow?. 
settling for the last month’s gas used. 
Property-owners and persons of khowr 
financial standing were not compelled tc 
make deposits; neither were persons who 
had other responsible parties to vouch 
for them. Consumers who have deposits 
up can draw them down on satisfying the 
company of their integrity and ability to 
pay for all the gas used by them. * 


POLICE COUBT NOTES. 


The Law Meted Out by Justices Mor- 
rison and Owens.

Crops and Markets. 

Warm weather prevailed during several 
days of the past week, which has hastened 
the ripening of all kinds of crops. Re- 
ports from the varjous sections of South- 
ern California are generally of an encour- 
aging nature, although there have been a 
few slight drawbacks. Up in Senta Bar- 
bara county the beans were injured to 
some extent by winds, and some of the 
fields have had to be replanted. 

Shipments of seedling oranges bave been 
going forward slowly and prices have not 
been at all encouraging to the growers. 
it looks now as if there would be quite 
a quantity of seedlings left over. The 
moral of this is, as The Times has pre- 
viously remarked, that growers should en- 
deavor to raise only the best varieties of 
fruit. as from now on ft will be difficult 
to dispose of common oranges at a price 
that will give the grower any profit. 

The lemon market is in a peculiar condi- 
tion. Here in Southern California lemons 
are pientifui in the market, and sell at 
very low prices. In fact, some of the 
growers complain that they are unable to 
dispose of their fruit at all. On the other 
hand. advices from the East state that the 
dealers there are crying out for California 
lemons and cannot get them. The chief 
difficulty in thie instance appears to be 
that the lemons on the market here are 
chiefly raised by small growers, none of 
whom have sufficient to make up 4 car- 
joad, while it does not pay to ship them in 
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the very low prices they are being sold 
at, simply on account of the hard times 
and scarcity of money with farmers and 
the jaboring classes. The masses are liv- 
ing from hand to mouth, and the mer- 
chants buy the same way. All markets I 
have visitea so far are overstocked with 
California canned and dried fruits, largely 
on consignment, which goods are being 
sold by most of the brokers and commis- 
sion men at almost any price they can 
get, to make sales.“ 

The markets for dairy products and eggs 
have been steady during the past week. 
Potatoes are getting to be somewhat 
cheaper as they come in more freely from 
the neighborhood of this city. It is be- 
lieved, however, that, owing to the de- 
struction of a large portion of the crop of 
the Southern States by frost there will be 
a good demand for Eastern shipment dur- 
ing the coming season. 

The bee men of San Bernardino county 
have held a meeting and will take steps 
to organize for the purpose of getting a

Give Walnut Trees Room. 

Walnut trees should have plenty of room 
in the orchard.

Besides this, the trees bear, un- 
der such circumstances, a smaller and in- 
ferior nut. The trees should not be less 
than fifty feet apart. A grower who took 
up half his trees found that he got a 
greater quantity and better and more mar- 
ketable nuts off the same area of ground 
than he did when it contained double the 
number of trees.

of Gan Diego, and she well deserves the 
special mention given her efforta. 

We have watched the introduction of 
the new varieties of citron by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture some four years ago, 
and their distribution through this State 
and Florida. There were three varieties 
elected from the best varieties procurable 
by our consuls from the three principal 
citron-producing localities of Europe, and 
the three varieties were mamed, we believe, 
respectively, from the towns from which 

were taken, Amalfi, Colobra, and Sor- 
rento, and we are patie®ly waiting for the 
results, there being thousands of trees 
propagated from these importations, and 
the growth is all that could be asked for. 

We will not, with this article, enter on 


the mode of preparation, but will confine 


it to the production—ready 
serving kettle. 

We have worked it on the common stock 
and also on the Florida sour, and find one 
as good as the other for growth and hardi- 
ness, and we are now preparing to bud a 
block on the Japanese hardy orange, and 
believe that this will make it much more 
hardy than on either of the other roots, 
as this root during winter is practically 
deciduous. The tree would be hardened 
up considerably and prepare it for the cold 
which might otherwise affect it. 

There are two distin:t methods of grow- 
ing an orchard {n the Mediterranean— 
one as a standard and the other as a shrub 
or dwarf, the top having been trimmed in, 
and the trees allowed, or rather forced, to 
grow along on the ground; while in the 
former the tree is grown and cared for 
like our lemon and orange-—grown into a 
etandard tree. But with this standard 
method the fruiting tree will require great 
care, as often tne fruit weighs many 
pounds and even grows in clusters, and such 
a load will have to be carefully propped. 
The average weight liked by most of the 
packers, so we are told, is about the two- 
pound size. 

There does not seem to be any proba- 
bility of the immediate erection of an cs- 
tablishment for preserving this fruit, but 
upon the demand for such we can rest as- 
sured that we will have such and probabiy 
many, as the system is not a difficult un- 
dertaking, but quite the contrary, and the 
product is in great demand, there being 
several milhon dollars’ worth importel 
annually from different cirtron-producing 
localities on the Mediterranean.

In 1893 the receipts of lemons in 
this country from Mediterranean ports 
amounted to 2,595,901 boxes, ani the re- 
ceipts this year will be approximately as. 
extensive. Of this immense quantity of 
lemons imported only about 150,000 boxes 
come from Spain, nearly ell the rest com- 
ing from Sicily. The oumber of lemons

The Plum. 
The plums of California are noted for 
appearance, elze, quality and fruitfulness. 
So far we have ‘not been infested, to any 
extent, by the curculio? the bane of the 
fruit in the East, nor by any, eave very 
rare instances, of black knot. There is a 
growing trade in the East for our fine 
plums, and different varieties extend the 
time cf shipment from May to December. 
The use of Myrobolan stock avolds the ob- 
jection of eprouting incident to plum 
Stocks, and the difficulty of working cer- 
tain varieties successfully on the peach. 
As the plum frequently makes a growth of 
ten to twelve fee: in a season, the im- 
portance of short pruning while forming 
the head, and the general advantages of 
the vaee system will de apparent. How- 
ever, different varieties of plum bave va- 
rious habits of growth that must be con- 
sidered in pruning, and no code of rules 
can be laid down that will take the place 


that the demand for poultry grows faster 
than the supply 1 increased, and the aver- 
age rises slowly year by year. No one 
need hesitate about going into the busi- 
ness of raising poultry from any fear 
that there will de an over-supply. A low 
price always meets an increased demand 
and this fosters an appetite for eggs and 
poultry, which is satisfied when prices 
go up again, and the business keeps on 
growing. 


Sunflower Seed for Fowls. 

(Coleman’s Rural World:) The mam- 
moth Russian sunflower has but one bud 
at the top, which when half grown, turns 
upside down, which completely protects its 
seeds from those little depredators, the 
English sparrow and the yellow birds that 
are so fond of t. For this reason poultry- 
men should plant nothing but the mam- 
moth Russian variety. All who raise poul- 
try should have a supply of sunflowers 
for their fowls, who should begin to feed 
on them as soon as the seeds are fully 
matured. 

They will produce four times as much 
nutriment for fowls to the square acre 
as Indian corn, and are better suited to 
the health of the fowls than any grain.

Shipments for the Season. 


POMONA, June 7.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) Notwithstanding there has been for 
some time more or less division of opinion 
as regards a Fourth of July celebration 
at home, or joining in with Ontario, it 
now seems definitely decided to * one 
in Pomona. 

The Pomona Progress publishes a state- 
ment, showing, in part, the shipments of 
oranges made from Pomona to points out- 
side of California during the past season. 
The statement gives the growth from 114 
acres of bearing oranges only. It shows 
that from this acreage alone 23,850 boxes, 
fifty pounds each, were shipped. They 
were all, with but few exceptions, of the 
navel variety, and the prices netted the 
growers from $1 to $1.50 a box, Taking 
the average at $1.25 a box this would show 
a gross yield of $29,812.50 from the 114 
acres, being at the net rate of $263.26 per 
acre, from which interest on outlay and 
cultivation expenses would have to be de- 
ducted.

STOLEN BICYCLES. 


EDGAR MAGEE MAKES A FULL 
CONFESSION. 


Officer Reynolds and W. G. Obenauer 
Do a Good Day’s Work—One 
Stolen Wheel Recovered, 
Another Located. 


Edgar Magee, the young man arrested 
Thursday on the charge of having rtolen 
a bicycle from the Pavilion bicycle 
agency on April 24, made a full confes- 
sion of the theft yesterday and gave in- 
formation that led to the recovery of the 
wheel. 

Magee rented the bicycle on the day 
named for an hour. Manager Obenauer 
took a good mental description of him, 
and when he failed to return with the 
wheel at the expiration of two hours he 
proceeded to look him up. He had given 
the name of Rollins and said that his 
residence was the Alta House. Inquiry 
there showed that no such lodger had 


From that day till this week Obenauer 
never got track of Rollins or Magee. A 
friend of Obenauer saw Magee at Santa 
Monica last Sunday. On Monday an ex- 
employee of the Pavilion cyclery saw 
him in Los Angeles, but he instantly dis- 
appeared. Close watch was kept, and on 
Thursday he was seen again and ar- 
rested. 

In his confession yesterday he said it 
waa his first offense. He did not intend 
to steal the wheel when he bortowed it, 
but the temptation was too great. He 
stayed at Downey most of the time after 
that, but frequently rode the machine to 
the city and to Long Beach. Finally he 
sold it to G. D. Sanford of Downey for 
$35. Obenauer had sent notices of the theft 
to all the surrounding towns, excepting 
Downey and Long Beach, and, strange to 
say, those were the two towns where Ma- 
gee appeared with the wheel most. 

On getting Magee’s confession, Obenauer 
and Police Officer Reynolds mounted 
their bicycles and went to Downey, where 
they found the stolen wheel in Sanford’s 
possession, and all the circumstances as 
related by Magee. Sanford is an innocent 
party in the matter. He bought the bi- 
cycle in good faith. Magee having repre- 
sented that he was going East and was 
obliged to sell at a sacrifice. 

Officer Reynolds and Obenauer then 
scoured the whole country between the city 
and Long Beach for other stolen wheels. 
They think they have located the Fowler 
stolen away from the Bradbury Block a 
few days ago, at Long Beach. It was about 
3 o'clock when they left Los Angeles, and 
they returned before midnight, baving in 
that time ridden sixty-eight miles and done 
They think an 
accomplice of Magee stole the Fowler 
wheel, but he denies that he had any ac- 
complice. 

Magee will probably be arraigned for 
grand larceny today.
